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A CONCURRENT RESOLUTION, Requesting South Dakota's United States Senators not to1

attempt to repeal or rescind any of the tax relief legislation passed by the United States2

Congress in May 2001.3

WHEREAS, the Economic Growth and Tax Relief Reconciliation Act of 2001 (H.R. 1836)4

was passed with bipartisan support; and5

WHEREAS, the bill granted much-needed tax relief for all working families in South Dakota;6

and7

WHEREAS, some Democrats in the United States Senate are calling for the repeal or delay8

of parts of the tax relief bill, which would, in effect, raise taxes on South Dakota's families:9

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the House of Representatives of the Seventy-10

seventh Legislature of the State of South Dakota, the Senate concurring therein, that the11
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Congress of the United States be respectfully requested to leave the tax cuts in the Economic1

Growth and Tax Relief Reconciliation Act of 2001 (H.R. 1836) intact, to accelerate the tax cuts2

if needed, and to allow the tax cuts therein to be fully implemented.3
